“London, Yesterday. 

_ The death roll as the result of 
the Bentley pit ‘disaster is now 
eighteen. 7 
Twenty-seven men 
ed. 

Seven men are still entombed 
in the pit, which is blazing fierce 
ly, rendering the work of rescue 
practically impossible. 

There were 1,000 men under- 
ground at the time of the disns- 
ter. The denth roll, therefore, 
may be grenter than can at pre- 
sent be ascertained, 

A pathetic crowd of tight- 
lipped men and weeping women 
huddled at the pit. head waiting 
for news, 

Heroic attempts at rescue are 
being carried on in the blazing In- 


ure injur-

miners ond doctors who rushed 
from the surrounding districts. 
The first explosion was follow- 
ced by an inrush of gas, which 
overcame a number of men. 
A second explosion occurred at 
midnijrht, one of the rescuers be-

While there is no definite indi- 
eation thet a Sino-Japanese 
armistice has been agreed to, re- 
porta from Paris suggest that 
this will be the next stage in the 
settlement of the dispute. 

According: to the Daily Herald's 
Paris correspondent, it is expect- 
cd that at to-day’s public session 
M. Briand will, be able. to_an- 
nounce the basis of a settlement 
to.take the form of an armistice 
and the cessation of hostilitics 
pending an enquiry by the League 
Commission.

Sur- 
prise doubled our force and we'll need 
nil we have to take Musso.” 

While they were spenking a man 
pushed through, ond after staring 
hard at Glan broke into n brond grin 
and vociferous speech.

On one occaston fn Yunnan it 
was pure luck on my part that, when 
passing out of the .city gate, the 
heavy stones that were thrown at 
me from the city wall above tmiased 
thelr alm and that I cfcaped with 
only some minor injurles, 
Twenty - Ix days after we 
had left Yunnanfu we reach- 
ed the Yangtaze 30 miles below 
Suifu, at which place we arrived the 
‘next day in a small boat puled up- 
stream from the shore by coolics. 
Another three days’ trip up the Min 
river, first by a small motor boat, 
then by junk, as the water became 
shallow, brought us to.Chta Ting, 
a large city with brond, macadamia- 
ed strects and shops, well equipped 
with all kinds of foreign articles. 
jChin Ting {5 connected by a dufly 
motor bus service with Chengtu, the 
conten of Szechwan, a quite modern 
city. 5 

The Sacred Mountain. 

After 70 Hs walk from Chin Ting 
we reached the base of the sacred 
mountain at Omi Hsien. There is 
much fox in the whole region of the 
Upper Yangtsze and its contribu- 
tory rivers, especially in the latter 
Part of the year and when ive start- 
ed tho arcent the next day we saw 
‘nothing but a few hills in the near 
‘distance, but—knowing from Hong 
Kong that penks are not always hid- 
den in the mist, we went on. The 
path leads up a fine valley through 
bamboo grooves and pine forests 
winding in steep nscents from ridge 
to ridge, Before dawn we arrived 
at the large temple of Wan Nien Si, 
where wo stayed the night. ' Omi 
Shan {s famous for its fine Buddhist 
temples; there are well over seven- 
ty, most. of them  picturesquely 
situated all over the motntain, It 
is from this mountain, it seems to 
me, that_many of the old Chinese 
painters have chosen their motives, 
for the scenery, na we saw. it later, 
fs exactly what the old masters have 
represented in thefr drawings. All 
temples have large guest rooms, for 
in Summer thousands of pilgrims 
from every part of China flock there 
to worship, 

‘Vegetarian’ Monks, 

In October, the time of our ar- 
rival, the pilgrim season was al- 
ready over, but we still met visitors, 
among them women being carried 
ona sort of a tray on the back of 
a coolie, The pricsta are friendly 
and proud to show you round thelr 
temples which often consist of four 
or more Jarge buildings. Nearly 
every one has its peculiar sights and 
special treasures, The food is purc- 
ly vegetarian, bué the monks are 
experts in finding palatable herbs, 
berries, mosses and algae and as the 
Omi region is very rich in fine herbs 
we enjoyed some of the dishes very 
much. 


Greeted by Monkeys. 

On the second day the real atiff 
climbing began on oa path pnved 
with large stones of very irregular 
size and shape, but as the coolies 
who carried the luggage were rather 
slow—we had not been able to get 
“mountain carriers” who are much 
stronger and do not smoke oplum— 
the climbing did not require .much 
of an cffort after our training in 
Yunnan. We were in the thick of the 
mist all day long, neither the plain 
nor the peuk could be seen. At Si 
Haiang Chih; the temple of the ele- 
phant’s bath, we saw about a dozen 
monkeys playing in the trees, old 
and young ones, and a biy old fel- 
low, with long thick hair, like a 
bear came quite close. They re- 
gularly appear for food, when ‘pil- 
gtims arrive at the temple. They 
belong to the pavian family, the 
cheeks being coloured with a bright 
red which is not only displayed in 
the female! Ags our coolies refused 


to go any further that day we ‘had 
to atop at n small temple, Yin Tin 
Chich, 16 lia below the summit. 

Mist Again Blots Qut View. 

‘After an carly start th: next 
morning wo reached Chin Ting, 
the golden monastery, on the north- 
ern peak at 9.30 a.m. It waa atlil 
quite misty and we seareely had 
noticed that we were alrendy on the 
aummit as the pinc trees and shrubs 
wero growing right on the top. 
Unfortunately the view was blocked 
by the, fox, but looking down the 
deep precipice on the-north side we 
could Imagine how grind the view 
must be on a clear day. Chin Ting 
was burned down some time 
ago, but new houses are already 
heinge bullt...The coolics were keen 
to go down again, but hoping 
that the fog might clear 
away, we decided. to stay the night 
at Wan Fu Ting, the temple.on the 
southern top, which Is the highest 
peak, about 12,000 fect..The pricats 
there were especially friendly and 
welcomed us with tea and excellent 
enndies from ‘thelr own kitchen. A 
cold northerly wind was blowing 
and we all sunt round a big charcoal 
fire to keep warm: 


The View Unfolds. 

Late in the afternon we went out 
again on a small elevation behind 
the temple and here, like a fairy 
picture, the most beautiful view 
opened up before our eyes. Thick 
white clouds, Jike huge cotton balls, 
covered the valley deep below, whilst 
above the fog was chored’ by the 
wind, from time to time unveiling 
the steep precipice of the Omi with 
Chin Ting on its top, further 
north and north-west in the 
far distance wide stretched mountain 
ranges appeared and at the horizon 
the snow «covered penka at the 
Tibetan border, gilt by the fading 
sunlight. At last we had been re- 
warded! The night was bitterly 
celd, but the priests had supplied us 
with thick pukais and a charcoal 
fire, so we were quite comfortable. 

Another Surprise, 

The next morning brought a still 
greater surprise. Trees, shrubs and 
the long grass round the temple, all 
covered with a thick, glittering 
crust of Ice, long icicles hanging 
from the roofs and belew to tho 
south and south-west the mountains 
which we had not seen the day be- 
fore, and the valféy right under us 
were clearly to be seen—a wonder- 
ful sight, well worth the long climb, 
Wo chose another way back, step- 
ping down over thousands of steps 
of stone and visited Hung Chan Pin 
and Chiu Lao Tung, two of the rich- 
est and most famous temples on the 
Omi. : 
The Journey Home, 
> On our way home we passed Chia 
Ting and Suifu again. From the 
latter place a small steamer carried 
us in tivo days to Chungking, where 
we boarded the I Ling, of the Yang- 
taze. Rapids 8.8. Co. which brought 
us in a week’s'time to Shanghai. 
Thad been told that after the grand 
seenery in Yunnan 1 probably 
would feel disappojnted when sceing 
the Yangtsze Gorges, but the latter 
are so singular in their kind, of 
such an imposing: grandeur .and 
richness in colour, besides the evor 
exciting play of the whirlpools and 
rapids, that they easily equal any 
other beauty spot In the world. 
The scenery often reminded me of 
some of the narrow fjords in 
Norway. At the lower Yangtsze 
there was still much flooded land to 
be seen, but at Hankow all signs of 
the previous flood had disappeared 
except tho thick mud and evil smell- 
ing rubbish which had. been dump- 
ed on the shore in frent of the 
Bund. i 

China's Glorlous Trio. 

In concluding I can only say that 
my wife and I enjoyed tho trip im- 
mensely, The Yunnanfu highlands; 
Mount Omi, and the Yangtaze' 
Gorges are the most beautiful parts 
which China can offer to the travel- 
ling tourist, and to those who are 
not afraid of risks and adven- 
tures and do not mind strain 
and hardship, I do not hesitate to 
recommend this trip.

Recently we described elsewhere 
a moonllght stroll up Tai-mo-shan 
In which a dozen of us participated. 
This Jast week-end three of the 
same party, decided to’ cross the’ 
frontier und to climb the mountain 
of about 3,100 feet immediately - to 
the north of Sha-tau-kok. We 
spent Saturday night at’ Fanling 
and rose in the morning at the un- 
earthly hour of & o'clock. After 
vrenktast we sent by car to Sha- 
wu-kek and from there followed the 
iruntier road jor a milo or so. 


Ng-tung-shan is almost due north 
of the village; from the summit 
there runs a ridge in a westorly 
direction descending to a pasa and 
rising to another peak, From the 
mountain run three main shoulders, 
one trom the summit, one from the 
ridge to the eust of the pass, and 
one from the lesser peak on the 
west of the pass. - These shoulders 
run roughly south. We chose the 
longest’ route up the eastern 
shoulder, descended to the top of 
the pase, and followed the ridge 
east (almost ua knife edge in 
parts) tv the summit of the moun- 
tain, arriving & little “before 10 
ami} | . 

There is little of special interost 
to record from the Natural History 
point of view. 
the first climb we saw . two birds 
wheellng dbout,  scroaming — oc- 
easlonally; In the sky above us. 
These birds corresponded more 
closely to Peregrine faleons than 
anything clxe and, if they were, 
this record is of interest. The lost 
occasion on which the writer obser- 
ved Peregrine falcons with certainty 
was when a palr of these birds were 
observed . wheeling and swooping 
above Mount - Cumeron two years 
ago, Within fifty feet of the sum- 
mit of the mountiin we found grow- 
Ing on the bare, steep, hillside a 
number of _ Drosera (Sundew) 
plants. These wore not the very 
common D. Loureiri so abundant in 
were places in Hong Kong, but 
were probably D. Burmanni, An 
odd thing was that they wore just 
coming into flower, whereas both 
these species normally flower in 
April and May. The presence of 
these insectivorous plants on a steep 
bare slope between 3,060 and 3,100 
feet is clear evidence of the fact 
that thia mountain top must fre- 
quently be covered with cloud. For- 
tunately we had a clear day. 

We descended by the western 
shoulder, to the foot of the moun- 
tnin, crossed the padi fields, and 
arrived ot Shau-tau-kok at about 
noon. An interesting morning.

Fauna of the Sea. 


During tho Inst two years we 
have collected extensively of marine 
Sife, of seaweeds, shells, crabs, and 
fishes, but other forms of marine 
organisms are not so easy to obtain. 
The group EcHINOPERMATA, which 
includes the starflahes, sean urchins, - 
brittle stars, crinoida ond sea 
cucumbers, 1s not as enally studied. 
It Is true that the common black 
apined urchin and the common black 
sea-cucumber may both be found in 
abundance at low tide along the 
more rocky coust line aos, for exam- 
ple, at Stanley and Cupe d’Aguillar. 
But the delleate brittle stars and 
the so often firmly anchored crinofda 
ure not easy to obtain completo and 
in sufficient quantity to be worth 
investigating. And there are other 
groups, the COELENTERATA including 
the sen nnemorics, corals, sea pons, 
jelly fish, etc., and the Porirera, the 
sponges, which, (with the one ox- 
coption of tho jolly flshes), are rare- 
ly seen. Many in Hong Kong do 
not realise that vividly coloured 
corals and many species of curlously 
shaped and coloured sponges grow 
in tho local waters, : 

This enormous gap in our know- 
ledge of tho local fauna now shows 
signs of being, at least, partlally 
filled. Through the very, kind as- 
alatanve of a diver several bucket- 
fula of marine life collected on the 
bottom of:the sea at Aberdeen have 
been examined at the University 
during the past few days. Perhaps 
the moat striking was a specimen of 
one of the Gorgonhend _starfishes. 
branch repeatedly in a dichotomous 
The five basal arms of this starfish 
sands of small branches. Gorgono- 
fashion till there are many thou- 
cephalus caputmedusac, known as 
the Argus, of which this may have °° 
been an éxample, fa ald to have a8 
many as 80,000 end-branches, This 
amazing starfish was observed alive 
and {ts thousands of branchlets 
writhing about in the bucket of sca- 
water left no doubt In our minds os 
to the reason for this creaturo’s 
name! : :

Other specimens Included corals, 
orange red, vivid emerald greon and 
dull grey-purple ‘respectively; pale 
brown sea-anemonen with emerald 
green tentacles tipped with red;

tle stars, shell-fish, and  sca- 
cucumbers.
